, ery bootlegger, every shyster lawyer, every 
straw-bondsman, every crooked pol!- 
ticilan who relies upon criminal votes to 
help him carry out his dishonest schemes. 
This opposition is well organized, well sup- 


hire crafty lobbyists. And the sober, de- 
cent citizenship of Califormia must take an 
equal interest in the matter or its battle 
will be lost. 

The report of the Tuller commission has 
received national recognition as a forward- 
looking, progressive plan for doing away 
with a national disgrace.

The commission’s proposals have been 
many times discussed in the editoria] and 
news columns of this paper and must be 
familiar .o all. They are designed to make 
justice more certain and more speedy, with- 
out taking away any legitimate rights from 
those accused of crime. There is nothing 
im them that is untried or experimental; 
every single feature is in use in the State 
or Federal courts somewhere in the United 
States or in Great Britain, and every pro 
posal bas been tried and proven. All rea- 
sonable objections have been considered 
and met, and the program of the commis- 
sion has the entire indorsement of the best 
legal minds not only in the State, but in 
the nation, for the proposals are practically 
identical with those of a committee of the 
American Bar Association, arrived at inde- 
pendently. 

The opposition to these urgently needed 

changes dares not attack them directly and 
has not done so. It has proceded by indi- 
rection, innuendo and insinuation. It has 
sought to indicate that the real purpose of 
the amendments is to further the personal 
political fortunes of their sponsors. ‘Noth- 
ing could be further from the truth. The 
protection of the lives and homes of Cali- 
fornia citizens is a matter so important that 
it transcends all politics; the real issue is 
whether criminals are to continue to have 
the aid of the law, whether ‘they are to 
shelter themselves behind archaic provi- 
sions or whether these shejters are to be 
removed and the forces of law, order and 
decency are to be put on an equality with 
them.

COTCH TENACITY 
When a seismic disturbance rocked 

the British Isles recently a pert paragraph- ! 
er remarked “Scotland expe:.enced a se- 
vere earthquake yesterday; but it didn’t jar 
anything loose.” This tenacity of the Scotch 
is recalled to The Times by a communica- 
tion just received from a firm of Scotch 
solicitors, Kinnear & Falconer, setting forth 
reasons that, to the Scotsmen, are good and 
sufficient, why the present Congress should 
use the Treasury surplus of $383,079,000 to 
redeem and pay the accrued interest on 


American States. 


These bonds, according to the Scotch so- 
licitors, have a face value of $75,000,000; 
j and they calculate the accrued interest at 
.$250,006,000; so that Treasury surplus would 
be sufficient to discharge the repudiated 
obligations and redeem the honor of the 
people of the United States and that of 
the eight commonwealths in question 


The solicitors have addressed a com- 
munication to all the members of the two 
houses of Congress, stressing that Ameri- 
can honor and business integrity are in- 
volved. They have noted that Article XI 
of the Federal Constitution is a bar against 
enforced collection; but they discreetly 
avoid mentioning that this amendment was 
ratified many years before the obligations 
were incurred; and that the foreign bond- 
holders made the investments at their own 
risk. 

Article XI provides that: 

The judicial power of the United 
States shall not be construed to extend 
to any suit in law or equity, com- 

| menced or prosecuted against one of 
the United States by citizens of an- 
other State, or by citizens or subjects 
of any foreign State.

Large weather bureaus, iitke 
Los Angeles, for instance, have 
their own printing establish- 
ments. Weather maps, showing 
weather lines and statements con- 
taining such information as prob- 
able weather, temperature, wind 
and other data, are turned out on 
their presses. twice a day. It is 
sald that the work of observing. 
coding, telegraphing, deciphering. 
charting data, making and pub 
lishing the twice daily forecasts _ 
can be accomplished within the 
space of two hours. 

Besides all this, special warn- 
ings of forest fire weather are Is- 
sued in the summer and farmers 
are advised of suitable conditions 
for harvesting. Taking all in all, 
then, the modern weather “facto 
ry” is an extremely active place. 


The first attempts at organized 
weather observations in the Unit 
ed States were made in 1817. 
They were instituted by Josiab 
Meigs, Commissioner-General of — 
the Land Office at that time, and 
consisted of a system of tri-daily 
observations at the various land 
offices. Two years later, the Sur 
geon-General of the Army began 
a system of meteorological obser- 
‘fons at military posts tl uci: 
out the country, and in 1841, the 
Patent “fice took up the work. 

In 1870, the Weather Service 
became a part of the Signal Corps 
of the United States Army and 
continued as such until 1891, 
when it was transferred to the 
Department of Agriculture, under © 
whose jurisdiction it is today. .

S PLEASED as if he

Owen, 529 West Third 


- street, is rejoicing over a recent 
decision of the Wyoming State | 
Legislature which definitely es- 


tablishes the truth of his claim to 
being the first person ever to 
climb to the top of the Grand Te- 
ton mountain peak.. As if it were 
yesterday instead of 1898, he re- 
counts the story of his repeated 
attempts to scale the apparently 
inaccessible peak and the fina! 
victory... 

The Grand Teton, he said, had 
always been considered a sheer. 
vertical shaft of granite with no 
possible means of ascent. It is 
the highest peak m the Teton 
range, located in Wyoming about 
sixty miles from the Yellowstone 
National Park and twelve miles 
from the Idaho State line. It is 
13,747 feet high. The Tetons are 
called the Alps of America and 
the ascent of the Grand Teton is 
regarded as the most difficult 
mountain climb in this country. 


First Attempt Fails 

In 1891 Owen and his wife and 
two others made their first at- 
tempt to achieve the impossible. 
They came within 700 feet of the 
top by barometric measurement, 
and there, were confronted by 
what seemed impassable barriers 
and obstacles. Owen tried every 
year after that until 1898 when 
he and three others finally 
reached their long sought goal. 

One always approaches the 
Grand Teton, he explained, from 
the west and southwest side. No 
one has ever found a different 
route. So in August, of 1895 
Owen, Frank L. Peterson, John 
Shive and Bishop Frank Spauld- 
ing went from Cheyenne to Mar- 
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ket Lake, Idaho by train. From 
there by wagon to Jackson's Hole 
where they ferried across the 
Snake River and reached a spot 
on one of the lower slopes of the 
mountains at which a base camp 
was established. The distance 
~ from there to the top of the 

mountain was approximately only 
four miles, but it took from 5 
a.m. until 11 p. m. to get there 
and back. 
' Theyleft camp on August 11, 
1898. The first distance was easy 
going through a growth of spruce, 
pine and mountain laurel. At 11,- 
000 feet they left the timber line 
and from then on the way was 
over granite, snow, ice and gla- 
ciers. | 

“Not bard,” said Owen, “from 
the seasoned climbers point of 
view, but very tollsome. It is a 
-ock climb most of the way.” 

“Never before,” he continued, 
‘had anyone ever been closer 
than within 600 feet of the top. 
We arrived at the 600 foot line 
and as always before, it looked as 
though there was no possible way 
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to get further. But just by a rare 
stroke of good luck, one member 
of our party clambered to the top 
of a rock which before had been 
the impassable barrier, and on 
the other side he saw a ledge— 
called. a ‘cooning place’'—sixteen 
inches wide and with a sheer 
drop of 3500 feet over the side. 
That granite rock was the key to 
the climb. The rise from there on 
was about eighteen degrees from 
vertical and it would have been 
fatal if we had not concentrated 
on every move we made. One 
false step and we would have 
gone straight to the bottom. The 
last twenty-five feet we crawled 
on-our hands and knees. There 


' was nothing at the top but great,

local field. Some 75,000 barrels of oil 
are now produced daily in the Whit- 
tier district and most of the money 
from this oll as well as the money 
paid oil workers which amounts to 
several millions yearly goes through 
Whittier trade channels. 

Besides its $4,000,000 yearly income 
from 10,000 acres of oranges and lem- 
ons, its $1,000,000 a year revenue 
from 5000 acres of walnuts, Whittier 
also has a considerable dairy district 
in the level country at - foot of 
the hills which $500,000 
annually.

CLIMATE 
EXPLAINED 


Weather Man Tells Why 
San Diego County Enjoys 
Temperature 


Why the western half of San’ Diego 
county can truthfully claim to have 
the most equable climate in the 
United States has been explained by 
A. R. Sprague, official horticulturist 
for Rancho Santa Fe and authorized 
observer for the United States Weath- 
er Bureau at that point. 

“A series of mountain ranges of 
varying height extending inland from 
the approximate vicinity of San Juan 
Capistrano and curving southward to 
the Mexican border,” says Mr. 
Sprague, “is responsible for the re- 
markable balminess and evenness of 
San Dtego county's climate. 

“This series of small mountain 
-Yranges varies fn number from seven 
to ten. At no point is there a 
_ definite break or pass such as may 
' be found farther northward in the 
San Bernardino region. For this rea- 
son the desert winds in both summer 
and winter are broken up before they 
can sweep across to the mesas and 
plateaus of San Diego county. 

“The result of this condition is 
that the western half of San Diego 
county receives the full benefit of the 
even temperature of the Pacific 
Ocean and of the breezes that arise 
from it. . 

“A survey of temperatures § at 
Rancho Santa Fe during the impor- 
tant months of last year revealed 
some interesting facts. In July the 
mean average temperature was 69 
deg., and in August the mean f&v- 
erage temperature was 70 deg. These 
temperatures gradually decreased dur- 
ing the fall months and reached their 
low point in December, when the 
mean average temperature was 53 deg. 
The hottset single day during this 
period was on August 26, when the 
/ thermometer reached 92 deg. for 
/about one hour and the coldest day 
was on December 29, when the ther- 
-mometer registered 33 deg. for about 
the same length of time.” 

, Temperatures at Rancho Santa Fe 
are equable not only;from month to 
month, but from one part of the 
day to another. There is seldom a 
sudden drop or rise in temperature 
to cause the fog to roll in from the 
ocean as is the case in many other 
parts of the western coast. The air 


carries little moisture and there is! 


practically no wind.

‘CREEK AT FONTANA FAMED 


Lytle “Stream, Once Destructive, Now Remains in 
Banks as City Prospers 


A San Bernardino paper, discussing 
these methods editorily, said: “Trav- 
elers along the Foothill Boulevard no- 
ticed a marked change in Lytle 
Creek. This stream that was once, 
during every big storm, tné peril of 
the city, was no longer the angry, 
rushing torrent .. . What there 
was of the stream ran in the small 
west channel, and it was like a thing 
tamed, nothing like the torrents that 
residents of recent times can recall.” 

The reduction of the floods and the 
taming of Lytle Creek were accom- 
a by attrition, by beginning 

igh up in Lytle Creek Canyon to 
disperse the water, to force it out of 
its usual silt-puddied channel onto 
the coarse, porous gravel and boulder 
beds of wash and mesa, where it sank 
rapidly, conducting large quantities 
into saturation shafts each able to 
absorb a continuous stream carry- 
ing from 100 to 200 miner's inches. 
Just below the mouth of Lytle Creek 


forced large quantities of water out 
of the main channels and distributed 
them over the mesa, there to sink in, 
while still farther down the normal 
flow of the stream, having passed 
through the turbines of the Fontana 
power plant, is constantly being dis- 
tributed over the wide wash and 
forced to sink into the gravel. 

Butiding operations in the Fontana 
community continue at @ pace faster 
than that of 1926. The record of the 
first three weeks indicates that more 
than forty new homes will be started 
at Fontana during February. The 
growth in population is so rapid that 
the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany has started the construction of 
a new $40,000 substation. The Edi- 
son company is building the substa- 
tion on a five-acre tract with the in- 
tention of eventually bringing the 
terminus of its huge 220,000-volt Big 
Creek transmission line to Fontana. 

The Southern Counties Gas Com- 
pany is rushing work on a $75,000 gas 
main to supply Fontana with the last 
of the city conveniences to be in- 
troduced in this suburban commu- 
nity. It is expected that the line will 
be ready to supply consumers late in 
the spring.

REGULATOR FOR GENERATOR © 
SAVES BATTERY IS CLAIM 


Coming all the way from Cleveland, 
O., to make demonstration tests of 
the Leece-Neville voltage regulated 
electric generating system, M. A. Ea- 
son is now making his headquarters 
at the salesroom of the Electric 
Equipment Company. 
The new generator is being used 
very extensively on trucks, busses, 
airplanes, motor boats, excavating ma- 
chinery and other places when contin- 
ous service is needed Ordinary gen- 
erators have proved to be simost to- 
impractical for these duties be- 
cause of their tendency to either over- 
charge or undercharge the battery. 


On long runs, such as those made 
by busses, an unregulated generator 
continues to charge at full rate after 
the battery has taken all it can hold. 
As a consequence, the battery sets 
up a high resistance which changes 
the elettricity coming from the gen- 
erator into heat. This bolls away 
the electrolyte which, if not replen- 
ished constantly, soon reduces the 
battery to a low state of efficiency.

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T IS quite a social advantage to have a 

few respectable ancestors. In fact, alas, 
there are ever so many societies and organi- 
zations that one may not join and cannot 
pay dues to, or hear speakers at, or re#o- 
lute with, or read ‘papers before, if one 
hasn’t suitable ancestors.

The next best thing to having ancestors is 
to lay the foundation for being a future an- 
cestor oneself.

can’t “rise from the Sutter” to .any really 
suitable future ancestral prestige, without @ 
little ait '.ence. 


There is no glamour about rising trom ce 
mere middle-class, But the gutter reeks of 
fyture ancestral charms. It sort of gives 
civilization a chance to prove a little prog- 
ress, which some ancestral pedigrees don’t. 


No one can accuse a chap who has risen 


from the gutter of allowing the family pres 
tige to run down. Rising from the gutter 
has so much more future. There is an on- 
ward-and-upwardness about it. It’s limita- 
tions are not so obvious. There is an ex- 
celsiorness about it that’ antique ancestors 
can, never aspire to. 

Such a lot of people who have perfectly 
bona-fide ancestors of quite distinguished 
eclat, to recall in polite conversation, could, 
one feels, often make their claim of social 
superiority so much more effectual, if they 
were only the third generation of a “risen 
from the gutter” line, rather than the fifth 
generation of a superfine ancestor.

By the aid of 
the trellis the climbing may be guided, so 
that the rose goes exactly where it will be 
most appreciated. It is pleasanter to have 
roses under one’s window, so that their fra- 
grance comes into the house, than to have 
them, uncommended, die on the roof of the 
house. 


The simplest form of trellis, one which 
it would seem anyone could make, is the 
“ladder trellis.” This consists of uprights, 
perhaps 2x1, set a foot apart, and cross- 
pieces of lighter wood nailed across at one- 
foot intervals, each projecting about an inch 
beyond the uprights. The trellis space is

HAT happens to California fruits 
W when they reach that greatest of all 

markets—New York City? How are 
they handled, who buys them, what kinds 
does the metropolis prefer? These are 
questions that are more or less unanswered 
even in the minds of many growers and the 
following information, gathered on thé spot, 
will doubtless be of interest to readers gen- 
erally. 

It is hardly necessary to say that the 10,- 
000,000 persons collectively known as New 
‘Yorkers are California’s best and biggest 
customers for fresh fruits. It is only natur- 
al that the world’s second greatest city 
should be a consumer on a grand scale of 
what the Golden State grows and ships. It 
buys everywhere and it buys most from Cal- 
ifornia because California produces most of 
what it wants. 

Th® distribution of California deciduous 
fruit in New York is a big business and one 


full of life and color. Thousands of men 
are required to keep the fruit moving from 
the refrigerator cars to Manhattan's kitch- 
enettes. And it is not mare a task for ama- 
teurs than is dentistry. Every dealer must 
serve his apprenticeship by working long 
hours on the docks and on the “street.” 
Different classes of dealers, each skilled in 
some particular operation of marketing, are 
necessary to move the‘fruit quickly and eco- 
nomically, for obviously no one dealer can 
be auctioneer, wholesaler, jobber and re- 
tailer all at the same time. 


With the exception of juice grapes, which 
auctioned off in the Jersey freight 


the Hudson River on barges holding eight to 
ten cars each. The barges are brought 
alongside the Erie Piers 20 and 21 where 
unloading is done by bands of stevedores. 
During the night the refrigerators belch 
forth a never-ending stream of hand trucks 
onto the piers, each propelled by a steve- 


dore singing or swearing, according to his 


mood at the moment. 

This work of unloading continues all night 
and the various lines in each car are sorted 
out and stacked separately with a sample

THE AUCTION ROOMS 


The buyers who assemble in the auction 
rooms are a nondescript lot. Many appear 
to be fit objects of charity, but it is never 
safe to judge their financial standing by 
their apparel. Some buyers who disregard 
all of Fashion's edicts purchase thousands 
of dollars’ worth of fruit daily—and pay for 
it promptly. 

The auction rooms have a language all 
their own which only the initiated can un- 
derstand. Both the idioms of speech and 
the rate at which the auctioneers talk are 
such as to give the layman little insight in- 


to what is going on. Speed is the main pre- ing began 


requisite. With a hundred carloads, each 
containing many different lines, to be sold 
in two hours there can be no wasting of 
precious minutes over unessentials.

Our Biggest and Best Customer for Fruit 


The jobbers buy in quantity “on the auc- 
tion” and resell in smaller lots to the num- 
erous retailers, restaurants and the like. 
Jobbing buyers are really the mainstay of 
thie iness and of the fifteen or twenty 
“big” buyers put of the three hundred who 
buy at auction more than half represent 
jobbing houses. Chain stores either have 
their own buyer or make use of one of the 
jobbers. Fancy fruiterers often do the 
same. The pushcart peddlers frequently 
have a boss buyer who purchases for a num- 
ber of them. There are at least 25,000 re- 
tail vendors of fruit in the metropolitan 
@rea so it would be manifestly impossible 
for all of them to attend the sales unless — 
they were held at the Polo Grounds or some 
similar great place of public assembly. 

Pushcart men are an important class of 
retailers in New York. They handle a sur- 
prisingly large proportion of the cherries, 
Plums, pears, peaches, grapes and figs 
shipped to New York, and while they spec- 
ialize on overripe and inferior lots which 
sell at bargain rates, they do handle a good 
grade of fruit on occasion. 

Each class of buyers makes it a business 


' to study consumer demand, and Cater to it. 


Some fruits such as Bartlett pears and cher- 
ries sell equally well to all classes; fancy 
cling peaches and figs are consumed most- 
ly in Italian neighborhoods; Forelle pears — 


‘ and President plums go principally to the 


highest class of fancy fruiters. The New 
York trade, rich and poor alike, wants fan- 
cy quality and is ever willing to pay the lim- 
it for what it wants. Poor stock of any kind 
must sell cheap in New York. 


THEY WANT OUR STUFF 


None of the competing States has equalled 
California’s success in bidding for the Goth- 
amite’s favor. This season approximately 
24,000 cars of California decidueus were 
marketed in New York. Even compared 
with so recent a season as 1923 this is a 
gain of 50 per cent. It is difficult to com- 
pare 1926 with 1916 because there are no 
authentic figures dating back ten years. 


' Nevertheless, it is conservative to estimate 


that California deciduous sales have in- 
creased five or six fold in that length of 


time. Grapes account for much of the in- - 


crease, yet all commodities have gained in 
volume. California fresh figs were practt- 
cally unknown five years ago, but totaled 
145,000 packages this past season; pears 
jumped from 800 cars in 1923 to 3500 cars in 
1926. Other fruits such as plums and cher- 
ries have made notable increases. So far 
New York has been able to keep pace with

vantage. The first is the uniformity of pack.

VAN NUYS.—H. J. Steiner, a retired rail- 
road engineer, recently moved here with his 
family from Cincinnati, Ohio, and bought a 
smal! chicken ranch. Hjs purchase 
was 1000 baby chicks to grow into laying 
pullets. After a time, so he reports, 
young birds began to die off. That worried 
the railroad man. 


“I knew I was feeding them all right,” 
Mr. Steiner said in describing his experi- 
ences. “But something was radically wrong. 
I determined it was lack of exercise. I 
knew only a little about chickens, but con- 
cluded I would use my head and figure 
some way out. 

“In the back yard was an old inner auto 
tube. I cut it up into strips about the size 
of angle worms and threw a handful of them 
into the brooding pen. The baby chicks 
went after. them like a house afire. 
course, they couldn’t and wouldn’t swallow 


Y any of the rubber worms, but you should 


have seen them go after the things and 
chase around with them all over the pen. 
The activity apparently got up their circu- 
lation, stimulated their digestions and gave 
them pep. People can laugh all they want 
to about this, but the thing worked. That's 
what I was after.” .

Scratch feed is fed at night, all the birds 
will clean up, it being the policy of the own- 
ers to feed the birds all they will eat with- 
out getting them “off” feed. Another obser- 
vation on this ranch is that it is the heavy 
bird in full flesh that makes the sustained, 
persistent layer, and the conditions found 
by the writer on a recent visit to the ranch 
indicated the soundness of the idea. All 
birds which the writer handled were heayy, 
in fact, most observers would perhaps say 
they were too fat, yet the writer assisted in 
gathering the day’s supply of eggs and saw 
the egg record of previous days, finding 
pens of eight and nine-months-old pullets 
that were laying 60 and 65 per cent. These, 
he was informed, had not yet reached peak 
production. All stock on the ranch is from 
a strain noted for its heavy laying qualities,

ALTADENA.—H. P. Chenoweth plans 
to have a flock of 3000 White Leghorn lay- 
ers at work en March 1 of every year. To 
accomplish this according to his system, 
he says ‘he is obliged to have accommoda- 
tions for 5500 birds on his three-acre tract 
in Altadena. This little farm contains his 
home, a small] family orchard and _ the 
houses and yards for his poultry. He is a 
veteran in the poultry business, having op- 
erated first in Inyo county an@ having 
come here eleven years ago. He special- 
izes in producing hatching eggs for an ac- 
credited hatchery, as he has found this 
more remunerative than the selling of com- 
mercial eggs. However, he disposes of his 
surplus eggs to a local grocery firm. His 
brooder house has a capacity of 3750 
chicks, but he has never had more than 
2500 in it at any one time. He begins cull- 
ing when the chicks are a month old and 
says he finds plenty of room beneficial for 
the growing babies. 

Mr. Chenoweth buys enough cockerels 
each year to supply half his needs for the 
production of certified eggs, using the pre- 
vious year’s cockerels for the ofher half 
of his male birds. The following year he 


eliminates the older cocks And buys new 


cockerels to fill their places. 

He says that he has been in the business 
just long enough to have found out how 
much there is about it that he does not 
know. However, there is one point on 
which he is firmly convinced, and that is 
that there are no valuable secrets or form- 
ulas which will insure phenomenal produc- 
tion. or guarantee success. No two poul- 
trymen tise precisely the same system, 
he says, and yet there are @ great many 
who succeed. 

If he has a hobby, it is that young stock 
should be fully developed and that such 
growth is vital to full production later. To 
get proper growth, sturdy stock is neces- 
sary. While the eggs he produces are all 
from certified parents, he says, still only 
about 60 per cent of them are sent to the 

tcheries, because they have to be culled 

rously. Some are not of true type as 
to Shape, color and weight, and these are 
discarded for hatching purposes and sent 
to the market. 

Mr. Chenoweth keeps mash before his 
fowls at all times. In the afternoon thy 
hens get a grain feed. His birds receive 
liberal supplies of green feed every day 
but Sunday, and he omits it on that day, 
not for the sake of the hens, but because 
he wants one day a week off duty. He 
feeds buttermilk twice a week, with some 
powdered milk or corn meal added, if the 
birds seem to be a little under weight. 

To make a profitable living from poul- 
try, Mr. Chenoweth believes the chief -qual- 
ification is common sense. With a thor- 
ough understanding of what the chickens 
need to produce profitably and with good 
stock and proper housing, he believes, an

od of saving valuable tres which had bees 
injured by gophers considerable interest 
was manifested by the growers on account 
of the widespread damage done by rodents, 
particularly among the citrus growers of 
the southern part of the State. Bulletins is- 
sued by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, dealing with the saving of ro 
dent-lamaged trees, had particular refer- 
ence to eastern deciduous fruits and advo- 
cated bridge grafting as the best-known 


_method. They received but little attention 


among our citrus growers, mainly because 
of the difficulty of doing successful work. 
The practice seemed to require men skilled 
in grafting, and even then it was an even 
“bet” that not much more than 50 per cent 
of the grafts inserted would grow. — 

Then the idea was presented of usitg 
young seedling trees, planted close to the 
trunk with,the small top 
grafted into the heavy bark, This was tried 
out with quite uniform success by the veri- 
est amateur after he had once been showft 
how to do it andalarge number of damaged 
trees were treated. It was reported that 
one nurseryman in Los Angeles county sold 


over 100,000 seedling trees for this purpose | 


alone in one year, which, with an average 
of a little over two seedlings per injured 
tree gives a total of about 40,000 trees 
treated in approximately one year. with 
seedlings from the one plant. 

After the first flurry was over, niwoete: 
it was discovered that but relatively few 
trees were inarched, the reason probably 
being because the seedling trees were held 
at rather high figures, from 20 to 25 cents 
each. The cost of two to three of these 
for each injured tree, added to the, ex- 
pense for the hctual labor caused many to 
believe it was cheaper to plant a new tree 
at a cost of around $1.25, than to practice 
inarching. On trees less than three years of 
age, or old trees which had‘ been let go too 
long, this was probably true, but with 
others it seems now to have been a some- 
what shortsighted policy, judging from the 
growth results of the trees 
years ago as checked against young nursery 
trees planted at the same time. 

Gophered trees heavily top-pruned and 
given individual care will frequently grow 
new bark and the wound eventually will 
heal over, provided all the roots have not 
been eaten through, but the recovery is so 
slow that it hardly pays to follow this 
practice. 
‘The writer has ben checking up on the 
inarching work doge nearly five yars ago, 
in the endeavor to determine its commercial 
feasibility from the standpoint of fruit pro- 
duction and tree vigor, particularly as com- 
pared with nursery trees planted at the 
same time. In no case has he found an in- 
arched tree behind the replant in returns 
and nearly 100 per cént have been far ahead. 
One year’s increased production over the 
check has in nearly every instance paid 
many times the total cost of inarching. Oc- 
casionally we find that production has not 
ceased at all when the gophered tree has 


been treated before the top has suffered : 


inuch. 

There seems to be enough subject matter 
now available to warrant the assertion that 
inarching gohpered citrus trees within the 
time limits given here, is commercially feas- 
ible and can be practised by the amateur, 
provided he has once been shown how to 
do it properly. One phase, however, has 
come up in the past two years and should 
receive consideration, and that is the ques- 
tion of the best type of seedling stock to 
use on the lemon, for. inarching purposes. 
Many of our old groves have deteriorafed 
rapidly in recent ‘years and this has led to a 
close study of root stocks by investigators 
of the, Riverside Citrus Experiment Station, 


with the result that they feel the sour-stock | 


is responsible for much of this deteriora- 
tion. Dr. H. J. Webber, director of the 
station, has advocated the use of either 
sweet or grapefruit stock forthe lemon, after 
analyzing the thriftiness and health of the 
old trees on these stocks, as compared with 
the sour in most of our lemon-growing dis- 
tricts. It would seem advisable for those 
planning to inarch damaged trees to use the 
recommended stocks.

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Place for Meat Fowls | 


HE production of poultry for meat has 
been a neglected industry in Southern 
California. Although hundreds of 

flocks are established im this section every 
. year, the primary object of most Southland 

poultrymen is the production of large 
quantities of marketable eggs. Gluts some- 
times occur in the commercial egg market, 
and these have a tendency to force the 
price of eggs to unprofitable levels, but still 
poultrymen stick to commercial egg flocks. 
There are exceptions to the rule, of course, 
and it is interesting to note the experiences 
of those who have varied from the ordinary 
procedure. 

A striking exception to the general run of 
poultry ranches is El] Rancho del Mojave, 
on the Mojave desert, eighteen miles north 
of Victorville, and a little over a mile from 
Helendale, on the National Old Trails High 
way. On this interesting place is a flock 
over three thousand Barred Plymouth 
Rocks, strong vigorous birds, noisily deny- 
ing any prevailing belief that the heavier 


‘breeds of fowl can not be raised in: large. 


flocks 
The owners of this establishment, Mr. snd 
Mrs. Frederick H. Merrell, cdme from Wis- 
consin where the former was at one time 
mot only a farmer but a farmers’ institute 
-e@onductor for the University of Wisconsin 
Agricultural College. During his absence on 
institute work Mrs. Merrill conducted their 
large dairy and poultry farm. Other inter- 
ests led to a change to city life for a num- 
ber of years, but a desire to tive in the open 
brought them to Southern California. He 
they decided to go into the poultry business. 
Investigation and convinced 
them, they say, that the establishment of 
puultry ranches this sectio: for the pro- 
duction of market eggs woud eventually be 
overdone. They concluded, however, that 
‘the demand for high-grade poultry was 
growing and that it would pay them to go 
into meat production. Hundreds of cars 
of meat fowl they found, were being 
shipped into Southern California annual- 
ly from the Middle West, the cost of trans- 
portation necessarily fixing the retail 
prices here at a high figure. “Further- 
more,” says Mr. Merrell, “with the popula- 
tion of Southern California incree<ing so 
rapidly, and a ‘large proportion f that 
production of inch population com ug from 
sections where they are used ¢t eating 
high-grade poultry meat, productic of such 
a demand looked like a good bet.” 


DESERT SITE CHOSEN 


The idea of establishing a large Barred 
Plymouth Rock breeding establishment 
where fine breeding stock and hatching 
eggs could be produced on a large scale 
and under ideal conditions, was thus grad- 
wally convinced, and a search for a suit- 
able location began. The Merrells had 
some very definite ideas of their own on 
this score. They wanted to avoid a. loca- 
tion where wet weather and fogs mirht 
prevail during the height of the breeding 
season: they also felt that a site in close 
proximity to other poultry plants would in- 
crease the danger of epidemics of roup, 
pox and*bacillary white diarrhoea, and that 
this would mean reduced fertility and 
hatchability of eggs and larger _brooder- 
house losses. They also wanted to keep 
away from high-priced real estate so that 
they could make the best income return 
possible on their investment They hit 
upon their present desert location after a 
careful study of conditions in the region 
and after having ascertained the fact that 
several flocks of chickens and _ turkeys 
were thriving in the district. That was 
two years ago, and their present big flock 
shows what they have been able to accom- 
plish in a comparatively short time. 


The upbuilding of the flock, red@ily dates 
bac four years the first two years of the 
project having been carried out on a South 
Pasadena back Jot. Starting with two set- 
tings of eggs of a noted eastern strain of 
trapnested stock, Mrs. Merrell, in two 
years, had 100 selected hens with which to 

gtock the desert enterprise. These were 
mated up the third year with high-class 
males and the production of chicks for ship- 
ment to the new plant on the desert was 
begun. The work was carried on in three 
backyard plots, each approximately 50x50 

__feet in area. - Furniture was clearéd out of 
a small office room in the residence and 
flat-topped electric incubators were  in- 
stalled. Small breeding pens with twenty 
females each were made up on the Merrell 
back lot and portable brooder houses were 
set up on the back lots of two neighbors. 
The dropping boards. were cleaned daily 
and the yards swept with a street broom, 
the fertilizer being taken away by a nearby 
nurseryman. Every ten days or two weeks 
the yards were spaded and limed to avoid 
any complaint, that might arise ig regard 
to sanitation.

“The ‘muffler’ it 
the males were all confined therein at sm 
to avoid arousing the ire of those who 
might be annoyed by King Chanticleer’s 
clarion call. At daybreak one male was 
placed in each of the pens of females and 
these were replaced at noon with other 
males, thus two males were used in each pen 
every day. Quarreling and interference was 
avoided and the Merrellis say the fertility and 
hatchability of the eggs was very high as a 
result. When taken out of the breeding pen 
each male was watered and fed in his indi- 
vidual coop. The weight and vigor of the 
birds was sustained throughout the entire 
season. The splendid results attained were

er equipment can be installed. . “ 

_In this .manper Mrs. Merrell, with very 
little help, produced and shipped approxi- 
mately 1600 birds to the desert plant. A 
considerable number of hatching eggs and 
baby chicks and a goodly amount of breed- 
ing stock and market poultry was also mar- 
keted direct from the city plant. Putting a 
fair replacement value on the _ breeding 
stock retained, plus the market returns 
from all sources, the Merrell’s estimate that 
$5700 worth of poultry and poultry products 
was produced during the season from tliat 
back lot venture—not a small accomplish 
ment for One woman .working under the 
handicap of restricted range, limited equip- 


r@ ment, and in a neighborhood totally una- 


dapted and even a bit hostile to such an 


occupation. 


AND, MEANTIME . 


Meanwhile Mr. Merrell and his men were 
at work on a raw piece’of desert land to 
provide yards, houses and feed for the rap- 
idly increasing flock coming on in the city. 
An army tent was pitched in the brush in 
which to house the workers, and a mess 
tent was erected. Soon the erstwhile coyote 
paradise was transformed into a modern 
poultry plant. 

Today, eighteen months after that army 
tent was pitched, there are over 3000 Barred 
Rocks comfortably housed in the plant. A 
trapnest house of adobe concrete,, 
20x20 feet, is now under construction. A. 
mammoth incubator and an electric lighting 
and power plant has been installed, and 
a fine irrigation, poultry and domestic wa- 
ter plant is also being pushed toward com-. 
pletion. - acres are already in alfalfa 
and ten ‘acres prepared for seeding to alfal- 
fa this spring. More. land will be prepared 
for other crops which will include a family 
orchard of pears and peaches. The Mer- 
rells and their crew of. workers are still liv- 
ing in tents as the construction of the dwell- 
ing must perforce await the completion of 
the poultry plant, which now covers about 
five acres of ground. 

El Rancho del Mojaye tiie 1000 
acres in the Mojave River Valley, all adapt- 
ed for irrigation. One well just completed 
on the ranch is sixty-five feet deep, with a 
forty-foot lift, and capable of throwing 
150 miner’s inches of water per minute, or 
enough water to irrigate 160 acres of alfal- 
fa during the peak requirement of July and 
August. Interested with the Merrells in 
this big project are their daughter and son- 
in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Francis E. Blacet, both 
of whom are on the teaching staff of Po- 
mona College and will join in the ranch op- 
erations at the end of the present school 
year. With such an operating personnel, in- 
teresting and valuable results should be 
forthcoming during the next few years. 


FEEDS AND FEEDING 


This story would not be complete without 
some mention of the feed and feeding meth- 
ods that are being used on El Rancho del 
Mojave. As the mornings on the desert are 
cold, especially during the winter season, a 
warm, crumbly commercial egg mash is fed, 
and all drinking water is warmed to take off 
the chill. Chopped green alfalfa is fed in 
abundance during the growing season and 
soaked alfalfa leaves in the winter months. 
The alfalfa hay produced in this section is 
of a high quality and very leafy. This hay 
is placed on a wire screen and the leaves 
are rubbed off with heavy gloves and caught. 
in a canvas. They are then soaked a few 
hours in warm water, the water is drained 
off, and a small amount of mash is worked 
into them. Fed in this manner, practically 
all of the leaves are consumed by the birds. 
The owners have concluded that this meth- 
od of feeding alfalfa in the winter is a large 
contributing factor toward the ®igh fertil- 
ity of the hatching eggs produced on the 
ranch. Recent experiments at the Univers- 
ity of California College of Agriculture, and 
elsewhere, seem to bear out this conclusion. 
Incubator chicks are fed the dry alfalfa 
leaves with surprisingly good results.

Less Sugar, but They’re 
Just as Sweet 


BRAWLEY.—Grape ar growers of Imperial, 
Coachella and Palo Verde Valleys are much 
pleased with the agreement reached at the 
recent State meeting of grape men held at 
Fresno that grapes produced in these dis- 
tricts may be shipped when they have a sug- 
ar content of 17 per cent, while grapes from 
other parts of California must have 18 per’ 
cent sugar content.

How to Control Walnut 
Codling Moth 


When codling moth infestations in wal- 
nut groves are heavy it pays to poison the 
pests, but when they are light it is hardly 
worth while, according to K. L. Wolff, dep- 
uty horticultural commissioner of Los An- 
geles county. He says that when they are 
sufficiently abundant they can be controlled 
satisfactorily by coating the»growing nuts 
with a poison spray or dust, but that the 
saving is not great enough to pay for the 


‘treatment where the infestation fs light. 


However, other control measures may be 
taken to prevent or retard increase of the 
pest, and these are recommended by Mr. 
Wolff as follows: A burlap band may be 
placed around the tree two or three feet 
from the ground; into this shelter the lar- 
vae crawl and spin their cocoons. Burlap 
may be bought in bolts forty inches wide 
and about 100 yards long. The bolts are 
cut lengthwise, making three long strips, 
each a trifle over thirteen inches wide. Cut- 
ting of the individual bands should be done 
in the orchard to prevent waste. Each 
band is folded twice, hooked over a finish- 
. ing nail driven into the trunk of each tree, , 
passed around the tree, .hooked on the 
nail again, and then cut off about 
two inches beyond the nail. It should be 
fairly snug, but a little allowance 
made for shrinkage. 

The banding should be completed; accord- 
ing to the directions issued by Mr. Wolff, 
early in June. About June 25 the bands 
should be removed, the larvae killed and the 
bands replaced. The bands should be taken 
off for this purpose every two weeks until 
the middle of September, and once during 
the winter. This winter killing may be done 
late in the season but not later than the 
middle of March. All larvae adhering to 
the tree trunks should be crushed. 

Sterilizing trays with steam or boiling wa- 
ter will decrease the number of overwinter- 
ing larvae. Infested nuts on the trees or 
the ground should be collected and de- 
stroyed. Clean orchard culture, the burning 
of branches before the moths have time to 
escape and the cleaning out and painting 
of old pruning wounds will help reduce the 
pest, Mr. Wolff points out. 


Embargo Is Lifted

The distribution of California citrus fruit 
in the metropolitan district is one of the 
outstanding achievements of the day in 
marketing perishable farm products, not for 
volume, because metropolitan deciduous te 
ceipts from California are three times as 
heavy, but for the smoothness and efficien- 
cy with which the distributing. machinery 
works, 

Most fruit is handled on a speculative ba 
sis which accounts for irregularities in sup- 
ply and violent fluctuation in price levels.

Moreover, the 15 or 20 per cent of 
the crop marketed by the so-called “inde 
pendents” is also in safe hands for the in- 
dependent distributors of Southern Califmr 
nia are a capable lot and take as much 
_ in their packs as the big associations 


methods are fairly well stand- 
ardized. All shipments of citrus are light- 
ered over the Hudson River to the Erie 
Piers on Lower West side Manhattan and 
sold at auction. 

Although California citrus is noted for its 
uniformity of pack, it should not be inferred 
that buyers do not examine samples care- 
fully. Condition of the fruit is noted care- 
fully and variations often account for 
wide discrepancies in auction prices. Each 
brand has a certain reputation and sells 
accordingly. And then there is the matter 
of sizes. Sometimes the demand is best 
for small sizes and again for larger ones. 
Generally speaking, however, the large 
sizes sell for the highest prices. Quality 
and size are at a greater premium here 
than anywhere else, and, conversely, poor 


fruit is penalized more than in other mar-— 


kets. 

Jobbers and chain stores are relatively 
larger buyers of citrus than deciduous and 
hence they predominate at the auctions. 


Other retailers buy 
according to thei¢ trade and hence require 
some of all sizes and qualities. Soda 


fountains and soft drink counters provide . 


an excellent outlet for large quantities of 
fruit, mostly smaller sizes and choice grades. 
Pushcart and wagon peddlers buy 
which appears to be a bargain. 


_ EFFICIENCY PLUS 

The exchanges and wholesale feceivers 
perform an important function in the distri- 
bution of the fruit from the time it leaves 
California until it is sold through the auc- 
tion. Some in fact go farther and aid the 
retailers through their seryice*departments 
besides carrying on extenSive advertising 
campaigns to increase consumer demand. 
There is a noticeable absence of brokers 
and speculators, for California citrus fruit 
passes to the consumer by less devious 
routes than do most other perishable com- 
modities. 

Kt is this directness of distribution which 
has done much to build up a steadily in- 
creasing demand for California citrus, since 


it keeps the retail price down to reason- 


able levels, The exchanges, wholesale re- 
ceivers and auction companies dognot re- 
ceive over 10 per cent of the wholesale price 


for the services they perform and the job- 


bers work on a 10 to 15 per cent margin. 
But, most important of all, the retailer ac- 
cepts a narrower margin than for other per- 
ishables. It is safe-+o say that there is no 
other perishable product for which the 
grower pays so little for the actual service 
of distribution, getting at the same time 
so much real service, as oranges 
and lemons. 

Metropolitan citrus fruit consumption has 
not grown so rapidly as that of other Call- 
fornia fruits, but that is an.advantage rath- 
er than a detriment. Distribution to the 
smaller markets is more thorough-going and 
the metropolitan district instead of receiv- 
ing a fourth of the tonnage as with decidu- 
ous fruits is allotted only an eighth—just 
about what it is entitled to on the basis of 
population. 

Taking the last five years and averaging 
them, New York hag received 7000 carloads 
of California pranges and lemons annually. 
Oranges have averaged 5800 cars a year 
and lemons 1200 cars. The total quantity 
varies considerably from season to season, 
depending on the crop, for New York gets 
only its proportionate share. For example, 
less than 6000 cars were received in 1925 
while 1926 receipts were 8600 cars—a, rec- 
ord-breaking volume by the way. Orne year 
with another, California supplies just about 
half the oranges and lemons, but, unlike 
competing sections, distributes its ship 
ménts quite evenly throughout the entire 
twelve months.

' A great many farmers sold at $2.10 and 
some at better than that; but the average re- 
ceived $1.80. Both quantity and quality 
make for success in the spud game, quantity 
making up for a lower price. Many farmers 
plant another crop on the same acreage 
after the potatoes are harvested. 


Last year most of the potatoes from Shaf- 
ter went out on consignment. Weil Zuker- 
man of Stockton and the Platt Produce Com- 
pany of Los Angeles were the chief buyers. 
This yéar the farmers expect to sell for 
cash, f.0o. There will be considerably over 
seven hundred cars if the spuds run to form, 
There were growers last year-who realized 
as high as 240 to 260 sacks an acre. For the 
most part such yields were on small plots of 
four to six acres. Henry Miller had one 
field of forty acres which averaged 200 sacks 
to the acre. 

A number of the spud men have used fer- 
tilizer on their land this year. One favorite 
commercial fertilizer runs four parts of ni- 


. trogen, ten of phosphate, and ten of potash. 


Other growers are using fish meal and am- 


monium sulphate. . 

Before the potatoes are planted they are 
put through a dip and then cut by hand. 
Large barrels have always been used to dip 


_ the spuds, but this year many of the farm- 


ers have cement pits made in the ground 
for that purpose. Each sack of tubers is al- 
lowed to remain in the dip for two hours, 
then is removed and drained. Many women 
and children cut potatoes, being paid by the 
sack. After being cut the spuds are re 
sacked for planting. Nine sacks are required 

the acre. The farmers in this district 

ve always heretofore used corrosive sublit- 
mate for dip, although this year a few are 
trying another preparation. 

Around the first of June trucks of all 
kinds and descriptions will arrive in Shafter. 
Then the dust will fly with the first digging. 
Then come the buyers. Potato digging lasts 
about four weeks, and during that time 
Shafter presents a busy appearance.

“Two-way” Pruning Is 
Favored 


EXETER.—Many growers of Tulare 
county are adopting the more or less new 
horizontal bi-lateral cordon system of prun- 
ing table grapes in belief that a better re- 
sult will be effected in quality of production 
for the coming year. Tests over a period of 
years have so indicated and practical 
demonstration on a large acreage will be 
observed during the coming season. Dooley 
P. Wheeler, horticultural inspector for the 
Tulare county office, located in Exeter and. 
a prominent grower of this district, recent- 
ly issued a bulletin on table grape pruning, 
detailing a model vine thus pruned. . 

A model vine, according to Mr. Wheeler, 
consists of one stem or trunk at least forty 
inches from the ground to the head with two 
extensions of the trunk running horizontal 
to the head two to two and one-half feet in 
opposite directions. Each arm or cordon, 
has four spurs, equally balanced and uni- 
formly spaced within two and one-half feet 


and not under six inches from the center of 


the head. These spurs develop into perfect 
arms. At the end of each cordon is a re 


newal cane having three to eight buds: The 
purpose of the renewal canes at the end of 
the permanent cordons is threefold. Mr. 
Wheeler says. First, they serve as a leader 
to perpetuate a vigorous sap flow to the ter- 
minals; second, they 


and if an excess of fruit develops, the fruit 
can be removed, whereas if not enough buds 
are left an unfortunate condition is created. 
Proper spacing and balaticing is taken to 
mean that fruit will be left to swing free 
from trellis of wires, leaving anything else, 
and not be exposed to direct sunshine.
